a tube was inserted. Through this tube 
Tospesky is beimr given food. 
Last 


night a bottle 
of milk 
was worked 


through the hole to him and today aft- 
er the tubing had been inserted to pre- 
vent the hole 
from 
closing, he was 


served with milk and eggs. The slow 
work in reaching the entombed miner is 
due to the constant shifting of the large 
quantity of coal and refuse that closed 
him in. \Vhen the fall of coal occurred 
it was believed that Tospesky */as 
buried beneath it, but efforts to reach 
him were not abandoned. Late yester- 
day afternoon rapping was heard ami 
the rescuing parties redoubled their ef- 
forts. 


A lot of coal must be removed before 


the breast in which he is confined can 
be entered. It may be night before he 
can be reached. 
The man was once be- 


fore entombed by a fall of coal in u 
mine at Ashland, holding him prisoner 
for many hours.

ber 30, 1012, show-ing thnt the firm had 
loaned him $40,00(1 or the debit balance 
against the account on previous stock 
transactions. 


These dated back to early in 1010 and 


there was put into 
evidence allowing 


thnt during that lime the linn had re- 
peatedly called npou the governor for 
more margin because of the steady de- 
cline of the stocks involved in the ac- 
count. 
Some of the securities Mr. Sul- 


zer had bought through the firm, others 
he had deposited 
as 
margin against 


those he had bought, and at the same 
time had borrowed money on them. 1-1 is 
total borrowings, including the $40,000 
debit against him in the "cross entry" 
t-.-insaction, amounted to $180,000, ac- 
cording to the books. 


Wouldn't Be Vvise. 


The "cross entry" was mar.e, fuller 


testified, because his partner thought "it 
would not be wise to have stock float- 
ing around the street in Governor Sul- 
zcr's name." Otherwise, as is frequent- 
ly the case, in

accounts, the 


stock mi£ht find its way into the col- 
lateral put up in the firm's transactions 
with banks.

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Fort Wayne Not Alone 


The old school of professional politicians, which is 


now making the fitfit of its life in the effort to perpetuate 
partisan rule in Fort AVayne city affairs is using as a stock 
argument the charge that the nou-partisan movement here 
is a "hack room1' scheme, cooked up in secret by a hand- 
ful of malcontents and disappointed office-seekers. Ibey 
would have the voters believe that the movement is sel- 
fish, revengeful, dishonest and launched purely and solely 
to gratify personal spite and to serve narrow personal in- 
terests. ' They contend that it is purely local to Fort 
AVayne, and argue that it is merely the short-lived ex- 
pedient of the day to meet the conditions of the present 
campaign. 


Let us look about a bit. Discussing the non-partisan 


movement, the Indianapolis News cites the fact that in at 
least fourteen other Indiana cities a similar movement is 
under way. Besides Fort Wayne, it is organized in Indi- 
anapolis, Lafayette, Tern.' Haute, Peru, South Bend, Mish- 
awaka, Gary,"Broad Hippie, Covingtou, Crawfordsville, 
Elwood, Kokomo and Tiptoii. Still others are lining up 
with the same general object in view—to free the city 
from ring politics. AVill it be contended that a movement 
so widespread and so earnest has nothing more behind it 
than the personal spite of a small group of malcontents? 
Such as assumption will not stand analysis in the light of 
the forward sweep which the non-partisan idea is making, 
not alone in Fort AVayne, but elsewhere in Indiana and 
out of the state as well. 


It is the very height of absurdity to contend that this 


great popular vitalizing force in modern municipal af- 
fairs is a cheap "back room" scheme of selfish interests to 
climb into power. More than this, the old-school machine 
politicaii knows it. He is skilled in interpreting public 
sentiment. He recognizes in the gathering hosts of the 
non-partisans the determination to put him out of busi- 
ness and to secure the rule of the people instead of the 
political machine. Unable to advance an argument for the 
partisan regime in city affairs that will hold water, he re- 
sorts to sneers and seeks to challenge the motives and the 
purposes of a crusade that bears every stamp of popular 
approval and that will not be denied. 


Do not allow yourself to be misled by the talk of 


"back room revolt." The movement to supplant partisan 
rule in Indiana cities with a business-like government by 
the whole people is so big, so widespread, so general and so 
enthusiastic that it amounts to a popular uprising. Fort 
Wayne is not an isolated case. It is not alone in the cru- 
sade. It is merely doing what other wide-awake cities 
everywhere are seriously undertaking to do. 


The question of financing Hope hospital is again he- 


fore the trustees of that institution, and it is much to be 
hoped that efforts to place the hospital on a more sure fi- 
nancial footing may be carried to a successful conclusion. 
Fort AVayne needs all its hospitals, and even then is bare- 
ly able to meet the demands for institutions of this kind. 
The location of Hope, in the very heart of the down-town 
district, makes it particularly valuable because of its ac- 
cessibility in emergency cases. By all means let its per- 
manence be speedily and definitely assured. 


Twelve versatile St. Louis gentlemen have been in- 


dicted by the federal grand jury for fraud in a land- 
booming proposition in which they arc accused of selling 
fancifully-named lots in a subdivision that was under some 
feet of very wet water. It would seem that the mining-

form gives an absolute pledge that city employes shall be 
appointed on the merit system. Under the new regime ef- 
ficiency and not political pull will be used as the measure 
fer applicants who desire to get on the city's payroll.

DEVELOPING CITY 


Frederick Clemson Howe in 


Address Discusses Ger- 


man Methods. 


OWNING OF UTILITIES 


Cleveland, 0.. Sept. 
30.—Frederick 


Clemson Howe, who is working in Cleve- 
land in connection with the 1'eople's in- 
stitute, and who lias come to be known 
as an expert in city social life and or- 
ganization, discusses some 
phases 
of 


modern oily life in the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer. 


"The poor of New York," Howe says, 


play in 11,350 saloons, SOI) duncu halls 
and 600 motion picture shows. 
They 


spend in such places as much as $70,- 
000,000 a year. Conditions in all Ameri- 
can cities are similar to those in New 
York. 


The development of cities, physically 


and ethically, is a highly important 
technical 
undertaking. 
The greatest 


cities in the world are to be found in 
Germany. 
Experts from all over Eu- 


rope arc carefully studying them. Ger- 
mans construct a city with the same 
precision and skill that a nation or cor- 
poration employs in building a dread- 
nought. 


Building Restrictions. 


"In Cologne only To per rent, of the 


land in the business section can be oc- 
cupied by buildings and the buildings 
can not be more than four stories high. 
Throughout the zone contiguous to the 
business section only 65 per cent, of the 
land can be occupied by buildings. Then 
comes a region where but SO per cent, 


f the land can be built on and where 
buildings can not exceed two stories in 
height. Out in the suburbs, 60 per cent, 
of the Innd is given up to streets, side- 
walks, lawns and parks. 


"Speculators 
do not 
speculate 
in 


Cologne. The land is controlled by tax- 
ation and regulation, and the owners 
approve the policy of the government 
and open their allotments according to 
orders. 
Frankfort, with a 
population 


of 400,000, has

erect machinery for loading and unload- 
ing ships. The city owns 12,000 acres 
of land inside the municipal boundary 
and 3,000 acres in the nearby country.

Municipal Ownership.

street car lines and its light, heat, power 
and water utilities.

Britain

when the first city was permitted to 
ow its public utilities. 


"I am not a socialist, but an indi- 


vidualist; I nm trying to be what Her- 
bert Spencer thought he was. Cars .is 
fine as those, used br American trolley 
magnates are to be seen on more than 
one Cierman street railroad. Where tho 
roads are still run by companies and 
corporations the cars are no better than 
ours. The greed for big dividends keeps 
the quality of tho service down. 


"American cities could make barrels 


of money by

their telephone lines and power plants 
and by taking over their

transportation. 
In the democvracy I 


sec, I should make the arteries of com- 
munication and transportation free so 
that they would functionizo with all 
kinds of business: Natural monopolies 
should be publicly owned, and water 
cities should control their docks. 


The Social EviL 


"And finally," Mr. Howe went on to 


say, "we come to what is known as the 
social evil. 
No man since civilization 


began has been wise enough to clear 
that question up satisfactorily. 
It is 


largely economic, 
in 
my 
judgment. 


Hundreds of young women in this city 
went on strike recently. They had been 
earning $2,50 a week. 


"Other girls, thousands of them, in 


better places, are getting from .$5 to 
$0 a week. 
They must be tastefully 


dressed. Those who do not live at home 
sleep in miserable rooms. They have no 
place to spend the evening. Starved for 
companionship, they may go to the 
dance halls with young men whom they 
chance to meet. Some escape; some do 
not. 


"Now, I would leave liquor selling, 


gambling, the social evil and all such 
matters to the cities themselves and not 
drag them into our state legislatures. 
Americans are the wisest 
people on 


earth. Our clubs and societies in every 
part, of the country, none of which, 
mind you, has any official 
authority, 


show that we are interested in social 
and educational questions. 


Education, Net Laws. 


"Foreigners who come here are sur- 


prised at the active and intelligent part 
we take in debating and studying civic 
problems.

ancient and medieval times were free. 
I would make our cities free. 
Every- 


thing should be open and honest. Noth- 
ing more should be said than what we 
mean.

until lately, was the greatest beer-drink- 
ing nation in the world.

Prohibition Against Disclosure ot Na- 


tional Defense.

Notices pertaining to fire drills in the 


public schools, sent out by Stata Fire 
Marshal W. E. Longley, are being dis- 
tributed to the different school princi- 
pals by Assistant Fire Chief 
George 


Jasper. 
The fire drill rules are follow- 


ed by a statement by Charles A. Great- 
house, superintendent of public instruc- 
tion in Indiana, in which he approves 
of the proposed fire prevention day, Oc- 
tober n, in the schools of the state. 


The bulletin received here is as fol- 


lows : 


The state fire marshal law of Indiana 


contains the following section: 


Section 14. It shall be the duty of 


the stfttfi fire, marshal, his deputies nnd 
assistants, to require teachers of public 
nnd private schools nnd educational in- 
stitutions to have one tire drill each 
month nnd to keep all doors nnd exists 
unlocked during school hours. 


In accordance with the provisions of 


this section, the following rules nnd reg- 
ulations for lire drills are to lie. oil- 
served in the schools of Indiana: 


1. Fire drills are practiced that panirs 


may 
be 
averted 
and 
the 
children 


MARCHED OUT rapidly and WITH- 
OUT CONFUSION. 


2. Fire drills should aim at a quick 


dismissal, without going for coats or 
hats. 


3. Fire drills should be bad frequent- 


ly, but at irregular and secret times. 


4. See that exits open outward. 
5. See that the. exit facilities are suf- 


ficient and unobstructed. 


(i. Keep the fire escapes free from ob- 


struction, ice nnd snow. Sprinkle with 
nshes and sand when slick. 


7. Use the lire 
escapes 
frequently, 


both for regular dismissals and for fire 
drills. 


8. Observe the fire drills rules so far 


fts practiced in the regular dismissals. 


0. Use a special bell for drill signal*. 


Be sure the sign is DISTINCTIVE. 


in. At the sound of the fire signal, nil 


work muf.t cease instantly. Pupils will 
rise and march as directed, boyu lead- 
ing. 


11. Teachers should follow, to be sure 


thnt no child hns been left behind. 


12. Roys should lend and girls follow, 


or, if possible, separate exits shnl! bo 
taken. Bora often trample girls in a 
rush nnd girls nrc sure to be frightened 
at boys cifming down behind them. 


1.1. The movement 
of 
the children 


shall be by the shortest route nnd there 
shall he no crossing of lines. 


14. Classes near stairway shall pre- 


cede those further away; lower floor 
classes shall precede, upper floor classes. 


15. Fire drills should conclude with 


the continued march of the children out 


and away from the school in different 
directions.

Dr. Murphy, of Chicago, 
Makes Known Discovery 


of Importance 


IN DETECTING CRIME 


Chicago, Sepl. ilfl. The science of de- 


duction as accredited In detectives mav 
receive a sethaek as a result of a dis- 
covery in medical M-iem-e made known 
by Dr. .lolm K. Murphy, a noted Chicago 
physician and 
Mirgcon. on his return 


from 
Ihe 
International 
Congress 
of 


Medicine in London. 
It. is a process hv 


which it may lie determine.] positively 
whether a blood slain is human or from 
one of the lower animals. 


"The old way of determining whether 


blood stains were human was \iy an ex- 
amination of the stain under a micro- 
scope." Dr. Murphy explained, "and i:. 
was more or less guesswork. 
Aualvsis 


of the stain in the new way would es- 
tablish the fact beyond a doubt by the 
prccipilants in the blood. 
In the case 


now of the chimpanzee, the: precipitant* 
would come w i t h i n Hi per cent, of the 
human, while in the case of an ordinaly 
m.inkey the percentage' would lie much 
less." 


In the opinion of Dr. Murphy the most 


important, mutter before the congress 
had to do with the cancer problem. 
"Or. riither, T will sav it was perhaps 
the most important. 


''The problem was discussed by an 


Italian, a Cerinun and a Frenchman," 
lie said. "Let it be understood that it 
is purely a scientific research into the 
cancer of mice, nnd has nothing to do 
with the cancer of humans—as yet, at 
any rate, except by analogy. 


"It was shown that cancer in the Jap- 


anese waltzing mouse 
is 
capable 
of 


transplantation in others of the some' 
breed in nearly 100 per cent, of the cases 
used in experiments. In the case of the 
Jensen mouse it was shown that the can- 
cer could be transplanted in about sn 
per cent. 


"Then they crossbred the Japanese nnd 


Jensen mice and they could not infect a 
single one of the resulting mice with 
the disease. 


"That," said the doctor, vigorously, 


''is the first instance of cancer immunity 
ns a result of cross-breeding—or, for 
that matter, as n result of anything. 
And it lends a great hope in connection 
with the solution of the cancer problem 
of humans." 


Dr. Murphy spoke enthusiastically of 


the discussions of diseases 
resulting 


from vice, nnd of the wide prominence 
given the discussions by the English 
press. As a result of this phase of the 
congress. Sir Malcolm Morris, at a final 
dinner to the members, stated, accord- 
ing to the Chicago surgeon, that in nn 
interview he had had 
with 
Premier 


Asquith the 
premier 
practically 
had 


promised that a commission would be 
appointed under the British government 
to investigate such diseases, 
for 
the 


benefit, chiefly, of innocent -victims.

was new and what there was of it had 
been built mostly with the hands—the 
physical force 
of our forefathers.

greater than the need of developing 
further physical power and so every 
father determined that his child should 
have this power that, by force of his 
mind, he might direct the worl: of the 
hands of others. Hut he forgot that if 
we carried this idea to its logical con- 
clusion there would be no hands to di- 
rect some day in the future!

The idea] school of the future will 


teach that no work is menial because all 
good u-ork is first mental. 


In the ideal school of the future the 


heads of great factories, industries and 
commercial houses will become teachers 
for they will co-operate with the schools 
in telling just what knowledge is needed 
in the boy or girl who elects to work 
at the business in which they have made 
a success and each year these men will 
take into their shops and offices the dif- 
ferent boys and girls to "finish" their 
education along the specialized lines jt 
has been started. 


I know that, this ideal school of the 


future is coming very soon, for already 
we in Chicago have worked out some of 
its methods of procedure.

ture; one which will teach the child that

work with his own bauds is ho a suc- 
cessful man, competent to direct the 
work of others. 


Give boys not a fictitious, but a real 


interest in life by tc.ichjng how to be 
a success in life, and the "boy problem" 
will largely solve itself, for "the cor- 
ners" will gradually grow deserted!
